Mrs. Myrtle Mellus, 41 years old, 
wealthy and socially prominent, 
was found slain yestcrday in her 
home in a fashionable residence 
district. 

Leo (Pat) Kelly, 29, a suspect, 
was found in a clothes closet on 
the first floor. He denied killing 
the woman although he said he 
gave her a “terrible beating” po- 


lice said. 
Discovery of the crime was re- 


ported by her husband, 
Mellus, vice: president of a whol>- 
sale concern, who returned home 
late from a day’s fishing trip. ‘The 
house was locked and he forced a 
door to gai entrance. Discovery 
of the suspect was made by police 
who overpowered Kelly when he 
attempted to escape. 

The woman's body appeared to 
have been stripped during a ter- 
rific struggle preceding the death 
blow, which apparently was de- 
livered by a beer bottle, The room 
showed effects of this futile fight 
for life, while Mrs. Mellus face was 
badly bruised and her body mu- 
tilated, 

Robbery was discarded as a mo- 
tive when a jewel case, contain- 
ing jewels the husband valued at 
$10,000 was found unmolested. 

Police at first thought Kelly a 
maniac, .ut discarded that theory 
when it was learned through his 
mother that he had been friendly 
with Mrs. Mellus, and that his 
mother had warned him § this 
friendship might “lead to trouble.” | 

Kelly told the officers “she is 
the only woman I ever loved.” He 
said he had gone to the home early 
yesterday after taking several 
drinks. 

“We had a figh¥,’”’ he continued. 
“and L gave her a terrible beating. 
I did not kill her, though. I fell 
asleep then, and did not wake un- 
tile 3:30 this afternoon. I know I 
didn’t kill her.” “al 

Kelly declared he had known 
the slain woman for five years. 
Police found empty glasses and 
liquor in the house. 

A Negro maid told the police 
she prepared breakfast for Kelly 
and Mrs. Mellus about 8 a. m, yes- 
terday, and that the two were 
alone in the house when she left 
soon afterward, after being given 
the day off by her mistress. 

“Go on, kill me, put a bullet in 
my head,” Kelly cried when found, 
the police related. 

When confronted by the 
man’s husband Kelly lunged at 
him and shouted: “Take these 
handcuffs off me. I'll kill him, 
tao.” He attempted to leap frorm 
the police car several times on his 
Way to police headquarters. 

Mellus and other relatives told 
police they never had heard of 
Kelly.

York, emulating the legendary 
feat of Steve Brodie. His highest 
dive was 175 feet from a, light- 
house at Charlevoix, Mich. 

His wife was at the amusement 
resort when he fell, but did not 
witness the accident. His home is 
with his parents, Mr. qnd = Mrs. 
Henry Woods. Last night. his 
mother went to Kansas City to be 
with him, He-was started as a 
diver by his brother, William 
Henry Woods, three years his 
senior.

“Hogging” the Tennis Courts. 
To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch: 


HE tennis courts in Forest Park are 


municipal courts. They were created 
by the city to give as many of the cit!- 
zenry as desired an opportunity to play 
on them. Unfortunately, all of those 
who avail themselves of their privilece 
to play upon the city’s courts are no‘ 
taking their due turns upon these courts: 
they are not only playing the hour period 
alloted to them, they must play two p>2- 
riods, Or three periods, or as many as 
they can get and have stamina to with- 
stand, 

This procedure of “hogging” the cour'’s 
is easy, under present conditions, and ob- 
vious. Four persons are given. a court 
at. say, 8 o'clock in the evening. They 
may play there until 9. At 8:45 the 
overseer’s window opens and he begins io 
assign courts for the $ o'clock to 10 
o'clock period. Immediately one of the 
four persons above mentioned leaves his 
game, runs to the overseer’'s window. 
either again offers his “doubles” group's 
four permits so another court may b= 
assigned them, or, if the line in front of 
the window is too long, gives his four 
permits to a friend already in line. It 
is not unusual for one person to offer 
six Or even seven permits, and receive 
eeurt assignments for all of them. Th» 
result ie that many are deprived of play- 
ing at all. 

This difficulty can be eliminated to a 
considerable extent by the overseer’s re- 
fusing to issue more than two court as- 
signments to one person. It could be 
entirely eliminated by fair play on the 
part of those who go to the courts, and 
who often are so desirous to play that 
they unthinkingly grab more than their 
share.

BRING BLACKMER BACK. 

The most important item of news from the sum- 
mer White House is the presidential warrant for the 
arrest and return of Henry M. Blackmer. ~ 

Blackmer is one of the men whom the late Herbert 
S. Hadley characterized as “fugitives from the sub- 
pena.” Sinclair, Stewart, Blackmer and O'Neil were 
the Big Four of the Continental Trading Co. When 
the Government's special counsel in the preparation 
of its case for the recovery of Teapot Dome stumbled 
upon this “clandestine enterprise,” which was “or- 
ganized for no legitimate purpose”—the quotation is 
the language of the Supreme Court's opinion—Black- 
mer and O’Neil fled to Europe, where they have since 
remained, resisting every effort of the Government 
to bring them back. 

Besides his participation in the Continental’s class- 
ic swindle, Blackmer is charged, in a number of in- 
dictments, with having defrauded the Government of 
large sums of money by spurious income tax re- 
turns. As to the accuracy of those charges, the 
Post-Dispatch expresses no opinion. But it may fair- 
ly be said that Blackmer’s attitude regarding these 
charges is of the same contemptuous, above-thelaw 
deportment that marked his defiance of decency and 
proper respect for our courts of justice when he de- 
liberately chose exile in order to escape testifying 
in the trial at Cheyenne. 

Such is the record of this man’s offending. In its 
sheer insalence it is, so far as we know, without par- 
allel. This man has flouted the Government of the 
United States. He has flouted the Federal Courts. 
He has flouted public sentiment. 

It is high time that the President of the United 
States invoked his official authority to compel this 
man to answer the grave charges of fraud upon which 
he has been indicted.

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A Statement by President Calles 


HE NEW YCRK HERALD TRIBUNE 

has published a signed article by Presi- 
dent Calles which contains a number of 
mighty important statements. 

The first is the unqualified announce- 
ment that he would “not be willing to re- 
main in office at least two years more pro- 
visionally—or even longer. * * * Ths 
Corstitution has definite provisions in this 
connection and any breach of the Consti- 
tution is punishable.” 

The second statement is a highly tmpor- 
tant modification of the original charge 
made by him immediately after the assas- 
sination of Gen. Obregon that the Catholic 
clergy were implicated. He now says that: 

“In all fairness, the blame cannot be put 
on the whole Catholic clergy—neither can 
the responsibility for the awful crime be ex- 
tended to all the Catholics. So far as the 
legal proceedings show, there are definite 
resporsibilities on the part of Catholic in- 
dividuals and members of the Catholic 
clergy. The trial will throw complete light 
upon the other persons directly or indirectly 


responsibie.”’

The third important statement absolves 
fo-mer Secretary Louis Morones of any con- 
nection with the crime. He says: 

“The legal proceedings against the crim- 
inal and his accomplices who murdered 
Gen. Obregon show the lack of truth in this 
preposterous rumor. The investigation be 
fore the case was placed before the jurisdic- 
tion of the Judge was made by police au- 
thorities chosen among the closest and most 
f ithful friends of the President-elect.” 

All three of these statements are _mpor- 
tant. The two which deal with responsibility 
for the crime represent a very great moral 
ndvance not only over the original hysteria 
immediately after the crime but over the 
prccedure followed last auturan when an 
unsuccessful attempt was made to kill Gen. 
Obregon. President Calles’ original state- 
raent about the crime was a broadside in- 
dictment of the Catholic church which was 
utterly inexcusable. Parallel with it rumor 
in Mexico City let loose a broadside indict- 
ment against the Mexican labor unions and 
against their chief, Morones. But in the 
midst of this hysteria President Callies made 
two« of the wisest decisions of his career.

damage done by the hysteria will not be ir- 
re>arable. The first of these decisions was 
th. supplanting of the Calles Chiefs of Po- 
lice by Obregonistas. The effect of this was 
to scotch at once the inevitable malic.u us 
suspicion that Calles himself had done away 
with Obregon... Another effect was to make 
certain that if Morones or any of his lieu- 
tenants in the Crom were implicated they 
would not be shielded. For the Obregonists 
are bitter political enemies of Morones and 
the Crom. A third effect was to displace 
the Chief of Police who has been peculiarly 
hateful to the Catholic clergy and to sup- 
plant him by the representative of a purty 
which is regarded by most of the hierarchy 
in Mexico and by the Vatican as the most 
friendiy to Catholic interests of all Mexican 
parties, except .of course, the party of the 
old prerevolutionary regime.

Here are expressions of the views of 
two factions in the nationwide debate over 
the ’ presidential candidates, two frames 
of mind, so to speak, that one meets almost 
wherever one goes. Each faction sincerely 
believes it is right. and neither seems to 
have any desire to question the validity 
of its blind faith. 

As every citizen familiar with the work- 
ing of his government xKnows, neither is 
right for the obvious reason which both 
overlook—our President is not a King or 
dictator; we have an upper house of the 
National Congress, the Senate. Neither 
Gov. Smith nor any other man can bring 
liquor back by “packing the Supreme 
Court” unless the United States Senate 
wants it “packed.” 

The power of the President to determine 
the membership of the Supreme Court is 
limited entirely to the sole power to nomi- 
nate a candidate. That nomination must 
be submitted to the Senate. Furthermore, 
the power to impeach and convict a mem- 
ber of that court rests entirely with the 
respective branches of Congress: Congress 
has the power to restrict the power of the 
President and history shows that it has 
done this many times. 

It is admitted that a two-thirds vote of 
the branches is required for Congress to 
exercise these powers, but it should sot 
be overlooked that one more vote than one- 
third is sufficient to prevent a President's 
nominee reaching the Supreme Court. 

These facts were in Josephus Daniels’ 
mind when he declared that he would not 
bolt the ticket, would support Gov. Smith's 
candidacy and would fight itn Congress 
any effort of the Governor to modify the 
prohibition laws. 

Perhaps no nation on earth so badly 
needs a thorough course in government in 
its schools as does this nation of ours.

i telephone with which all Italian 
submersibles are provided. It con- 
sists of a device attached to the 
lower part of the hull which sends 
out audible signals under the 
water in the Morse code, which 
can be heard by means of special 
sound detectors carried by ships 
er other submarines below the 
water line. 
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
